Henderson had 
done as he was told and Miller enjoyed 
the glowing fire of the lumps while 
the j mi tor at the court house had 
troubles of his own to keep comforta- 
ble the public building during tha 
SBvero weather, because of the fineness 
of the co»l, and the same conditions 
existed at tha county Bastile. 


But this is not all. When the andi 


tors, met Commissioner Applemsn laid 
the matter before them and the records 
showed no signs of Miller's having paid 
for the loads of lumps. Miller claimed 
he had paid Treasurer Guyer but could 
find no receipt; Treasurer Guyer had 
no record of Miller's having paid the 
bill and remembered nothing of it, yet 
was willing to take Miller's word and 
assumed the account, and the matter 
was passed over. Assuming that the 
transsction was as Miller said and the 
bill was paid, Miller had no right to 
the lumps at cost while the "dregs" 
were left for tha county. This is but 
another instance of how business has 
been done. Had it not been far the 
watchfulness of Commissioner Apple- 
man the county and not Treasurer 
Guyer would have been out to the 
amount of the value of six LOADS of 
LUMPS at the price of "run of mine." 
Yet they say all is well at the court 
house!

Even Russia, in its degraded public 


life, could hardly match the soulless 
individuals who would fatten on the 
charities bestowed upon the sick, the 
blind, the halt, the poor. 


An individual case of similar turpi- 


tude is that of a legislator who headed 
a committee to investigate the pitiful 
condition of miners in the western part 
of the state. 
While traveling on a 


pass anl with other free privileges he 
prasented and demanded a large ille- 
gitimate expense-bill, was found out, 
and had to disgorge his plunder. The 
man who robs while bent on mercy's 
mission should be shunned by all de- 
cent pecp'e, yat this member of our 
law-making body, a protege of our 
senator's, was recommended by them 
for a foreign consulate, and tc-3ay en- 
joys the emoluments of that position 
as a "representative American " 


We are too apt to forge'! How 


many of our citizens remember the 
blushes of mortification, their deep in- 
donation, when, before and during 
the Stone administration, they read 
day after day of the shameless actions 
of our law-makers and how they then 
determined to aid in overthrowing the 
dynasty which made possib'e mifgov 
eminent so odious and abhorrent. 
The offences crowded each 'other from 
week to week, month to month, session 
aftar s-siion, until observers of cur- 
rent events grew bewildered and gave 
way to utter hopelessness and at the 
next election—again voted the regular 
ticket I 


While it is an unpleasant duty to 


recite and comment upon tha misdo- 
ings and crimes of those in public 
place, it is a neceisary one, too often 
shunnad ani ^neglected. The honest 
critic is frequently condemned not only 
by the offenders themselves but also 
by the thoughtless and 
indifferent. 


They upbraid him and thus uphold 
tha ever-active trsnsgressors, 
while 


other "good." citizens hold up their 
hands in tarror and charge with "da- 
faming" his city o- stats, the man who 
exposes evil and tries to better things 
instead of turning their batteries upon 
the open and flagrant violators of law 
and public morality. 


It would be impcsiibla to recount 


within the scope of one article even an 
abstract of the vicious legislation pro- 
pcssd, enacted or defeated, during the 
period spoken of. 
To refresh the 


memory of readers diving in our com- 
monwealth the mere mention of the 
titles of some of the laws offered will 
suffice, while for the gjneral reader a 
more detailed statement of a few im- 
portant laws enacted, and the manner 
of their passage, will be of interest. 
These distressing eximples may be 
heeded and possibly ba used a3 a deter- 
rent to the law-making bodies of other 
communities. 


Amcng the laws spoken of we find: 
Substitution of a "State Excise 


board" for the "Brooks High-License 
law," or, transferring the power of 
granting liquor-licenses from judicial 
to politica1 cont-ol and mercy. 


The stalled "Philadelphia 'Lexow' 


committee" which caused a waste of 
865,000 of the stile's money, and re- 
sulted chiefly in senatorial hotel-bills 
of $23 a day. 


The effort to raduse 'school appro- 


priations to the amount of one million 
dol!a-s, thus hampering the education 
of our children. 


Refusal to appoint a committea to in- 


vestigate the malodorous stite treas- 
ury. 


were asked lor neither by judges nor 
members of the bar. 


Authority to sell water power, worth 


millions of dollars, without any return 
to the state. 


Defiance of the constitutional man- 


date to reapportion legislative dis- 
tricts. 


These wera some of the measures 


considered and acted upon or neglcited 
in the state house at Harrisburg by the 
honest, reputable and untrammeled 
majority of the righteous law-makers 
of our commonwealth. 
They were 


driven like a flock of sheep under the 
lash oi tbe boss and took pride in 
wearing the "Quay collar" while they 
called themselves "American freemen," 


Some of the laws enacted under the 


Stone administration were of a charac- 
ter so corrupt and nauseous that they 
deserve special mention and close in- 
spection; theyenraged and aroused all 
honest citizens to fever heat—for the 
time being—ind added much to the 
unenviable reputation Pennsylvania 
holds among her sister states.

Examples of glaring ignorance of 


food values may well be culled from 
the notes of those experts who have 
visited the poor of the different cities. 
In the slums of Chicago it was found, 
that a woman whose husband was out 
of work and whose family was living 
on a few cents a day bought lettuce, a 
food so innutritions that, at least when 
out of season and high In price, it Is a 
luxury even for the rich. This woman 
sacrificed the inexpensive but nutri- 
tious classes of foods for leaves con- 
taining over SO per cent of water and 
lo per cent of refuse. 
It has been 


truthfully said that a man would 
starve to death on a diet of lettuce 
alone. 


Pitiable improvidence was found In 


the New York slums. 
A watchman 


was feeding his family at the rate of 
14 cents per person a day—all that he 
could afford—yet his wife bought ex- 
pensive cuts of beef instead of the 
equally nutritious cuts of lower price; 
also large quantities of butter whos9 
value might have be.en Invested in 
dried beans and more bread. She also 
wasted money on soda crackers and 
jumbles costing two or three times as 
much as bread and containing no more 
nutrition. 
It was estimated that his 


wife might have obtained about eight 
times as much nutrition for her mon- 
ey had she substituted dried peas for 
green peas.

the poorer clashes, instead ot eating 
their meals at home, as is the man- 
ner of the unsociable Hindoo, seem 
usually to breakfast and dine at one 
of the Itinerant cookshops to be found 
at every street corner. More exclusive 
people may be seen buying the small 
packets of curry and rice wrapped in 
fresh plantain leaves and pinned with 
bamboo splinters, which are intended 
for home consumption. 


To stroll down a village street and 


watch the culinary operations In prog- 
ress at wayside eating shops was an 
unfailing source of amusement, and 
very clean and appetizing they looked, 
though the smell was occasionally 
somewhat trying to the European nose. 
The Javans, like nil rice eating peo- 
ple, are fond of pungent and evil smell- 
Ing sauces, and equivalents of the Bur- 
man gnapee and Japanese bean soy 
are in constant requisition. 


The natives, and especially the chil- 


dren, look fat and healthy and appear 
to enjoy life under easy conditions, 
though they are, generally speaking, of 
grave demeanor anil are not endowed 
with the unfailing vivacity which dis- 
tinguishes the Bnrmans and Japanese. 
During the six weeks that we spent in 
the island we did not see half a dozen 
beggars and, except in cities, certainly 
not that number of policemen.—Pear- 
son's.

J. Lee Plnnimer'ii abject subsetviency 


to the machine in the contested elec- 
tion cases disposed of during the ses- 
sion ot 1903 made him a prime favor- 
ite at the beginning of the session of 


1905. 
During the two previous sessions, 


Ward B. Bliss, oJ Delaware county, 
had been chairman ot the committee 
on appropriations, admittedly the mosl 
important position in the Legislature 
rrom a machine standpoint, with the 
possible exception of the Speakership. 
According to precedent, Mr. Bliss, hav- 
ing been re-elected, stood to succeed 
himself, with Mr. McClaiu, of Lancas- 
ter, the fittest man in the body, meas- 
ured by experience and ability for the 
office, first in the line of succession. 
Shortly before the session opened, how- 
ever, Mr. Bliss died, and Plummer was 
jumped ovei McClain's head into tho 
coveted position. 


Few outside of those intimately as- 


sociated with legislation understand 
the vast power for good or evil vest- 
ed in the chairmanship of the house 
committee on appiopriations. He is in 
fact in control of the purse-strings of 
the Commonwealth, and supported by 
a well-disciplined machine can dispose 
of the revenues of the State almost at 
his pleasure.
